I was 
fortunate to have a solid ally such as Roscoe McPherren. He was unfortunate in having 
me as an ally, in the sense that I was learning to deal with a tendency toward para- 
noia and a brief break-up between us caused a dramatic reversal of his fortunes. My 
thanks to Roscoe for always being a good ally, however. 

As Russia began to decline in influence and England was sinking quietjy into the 
sea, Italy became more open to alliance with Turkey. At that point, time was against 
Us, although not decidedly so. As fate would have it, some critical NMRs began to 
turn the tide against us. 

France and Germany came through with an offer of survival for Turkey and Russia 
if I would turn on Italy, I toyed with the idea, primarily due to some bad press he 
was receiving elsewhere. In the end,, I decided against it, and determined to go 
down with my allies if need be. - 

The press in this game. was fun for me, and I enjoyed the Turkish-French "press war 
immensely. My thanks to Oaklyn, McPherren, Sergeant, McLendon and Ledder for an 
enjo y able and replacement-free game. ■ - ■ '
